by insects. ~Over-mature, slow-grotring 
trees seem more susceptible to insect. 
attacks than younger ones. -Thin-barked 
trees like spruce and pines are most _ 
susceptible while redwoods with their 
thick bark are almost immune , 

Slides were shown of many insects and 
some or their enemies, often a tyne of 
wasp, The species of insect can often 
be told by the type of chamber it. makes 
in the wood, 

The speaker closed on a hopeful note 
regarding the tyne of forest ‘management 
now being used, The State Legislature 
with the cooperation of the lumbering 
industry set uo standards of lumbering 
to insure the maximun replacement, At 
the present time 90% of the lumber ‘in-
